Increases Announced 


OTTAWA, Oct, 13.-(CP)-—The 
cost of living remained unchanged 
at Saint John, N.B, during August 
and increases for other cities

Parole Board For The West 


Rehabilitation of Canadian ex-con- 
victs will be facilitated by the projected 
appointment of a prison parole board in 
Vancouver to deal with the applications 
of prisoners in Alberta and British Col-

At present, prisoners in these two 
provinces apply for clemency to the re- 
missions branch of the department of jus- 
tice and a representative of this branch 
calls at all Canadian prisons annually.

A most. remarkable spirit of 
Russian “peace and goodwill” des- 
cended for a time on the delib- 
erations of the United Nations 
meeting in Paris yesterday when 
Soviet delegate Andrei Vishinsky 
abandoned his customary oratori- 
cal invective and declared Com- 
munists “are yearning for co- 
operation.” 

That was an amazing back- 
flop which naturally gave rise to 
speculation as to its significance, 
What could have caused such an 
abrupt change? Of course the 
non-Communist countries on the 
social committee had appeased 
Russia the previous day by the 
withdrawal of an amendment to 
the declaration on human rights 
saying that all. human beings are 
“created in the image and like- 
ness of God.” 

Russia's Alexel Pavlov had ob- 
jected to such language. He said 
in the Soviet Union the postulate 
that man is created in God's 
image is “much disputed” and 
often regarded as “a certain sign 
of social backwardness.’ Had he 
seen fit he might have repeated 
the Red slogan that “religion Is 
the dope of the masses,” or he 
could have quoted the great 
Lenin as declaring: “We; of 
course, say that we do not be- 


lieve in God...” But be spoke 


with kindly tolerance of western 
ignorance and the reference to 
God was eliminated, 

However, it could hardly have 
been this striking appeasement 
which influenced vitriolic Vish- 
insky. A British spokesman 
summed the thing up for report- 
ers rather more prosalcally when 
he said the offensive by the 
Western powers in the Security 
Council had “kept Vishinsky 
fairly subdued.” The spokesman 
was referring to the charge laid 
before the council by the West- 
ern powers that the Soviet block- 
ade of Berlin is a threat to 
peace. He explained that Vish- 
insky had been put on the defen- 
sive, and said the Western pow- 
ers feel sure the course they 
are following will in the end 
make Russia change her policies 
in Germany, 

Vishinsky'’s rather conciliatory 
speech followed a hardening of 
the American attitude. This 
stiffening came on the return of 
State Secretary Marshal) from 
Washington where he conferred 
with President Truman, 

Britain and France joined the 
United States in a drive to speed 
up action in the council on the 
charges against Russia in the 
matier of the blockade,

Trade of Sterling Areas 
Examined at Empire Meet 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—(CP)—The 
meeting of Commonwealth political 
leaders today resumed examination 
of economic problems with em- 
phasis on the need of the sterling 
area countries to attain a better 
trade balance with hard-currency 
countries. 

It is understood that sterling-area 
expenditures in hard currency 
areas, including Canada and the 
United States, eventually will be 
cut to £100,000,000 ($400,000,000) an- 
nually. This would be achieved by 
increasing production in the sterl- 
ing zone countries. 

But whatever economies and in- 


creased output are attained, it is 
appreciated that heavy purchases, 
especially of capital goods, must 
continue from North America, in- 
formed sources said. 

As the conference went Into its 
third day, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King of Canada remained 
ill in bed in his hotel. But he is 
keeping in close touch with the 
meeting through Norman Robert- 
son, Canadian high commissioner 
in London, temporarily represent- 
ing the Dominion, 

second plenary session on for- 
eign affairs will be arranged after 
the arrival of Canada’s acting prime 


minister, Louis St. Laurent, who fs 
due tomorrow. St. Laurent leaves 
Ottawa today by air. 

The Commonwealth representa- 
tives are invited to dinner at 
Buckingham palace this evening. 
Winston Churchill, wartime prime 
minister and now opposition leader, 
will be among the King’s guests, 

Although ordered by his doctor 
to remain in bed, Prime Minister 
King is expected to chat with most 
of the Commonwealth representa- 
tives. Already he has seen Herbert 
Evatt, Australian external affairs 
minister, and Prime Minister Peter 
Fraser of New Zealand.

Price of City 
Residential 
Lots Increased 


Price of city-owned land for resi- 
dential purposes will be increased, 
City council Tuesday agreed to

CALGARY, Oct. 13—(CP)—A 
plebiscite on the principle of com- 
pulsory hospitalization will be held 
in Calgary in conjunction with the 
civic elections next month, city 
council decided last night It will 
be the fourth hospital plebiscite 
in as many civic elections, 

Council instructed the hospital 
board to prepare a compulsory 
hospitalization plan for presenta- 
tion to electors. Depending on the 
nature and extent of the plan, it 
will be voted on by either the rate- 
payers or all the electors, 

The plebiscite follows an Al- 
berta government ruling that a 
$884,000 hospital construction grant 
by the federal and provincial gov- 
ernments will only be made avail- 
able to municipalities guarantee- 
‘ing ratepayers public ward hospit- 
alization at no more than $1 a day.

School Boilers 
To Be Replaced 


Boilers in some of the city’s older 
schools are to be replaced at an) 
average cost of about $25,000 each, 
Edmonton Public School Board de- 
cided Tuesday night. 

Boilers in the Alex. Taylor, 
Strathcona and Norwood schools 
will need to be replaced within a 
few years, W. W. Butchart, archi- 
tect-superintendent of plant, told 
the board. 

He recommended that they be; 
replaced over a period of years and 
suggested that the boiler in Alex 
Taylor school be done next year. 

Cost of this would be about $26,-; 
000 and would be included in the 
1949 budget. 

Mr. Butchart also pointed out 
that boilers in these schools, in ad- 
dition to being in poor condition, 
were not of the modern type. He 


said they do not provide the best 


assisting Eaton workers to build up

Employes may enter the plan 
after five years continuos sevice, 
ang upon attaining the age of 30 
years, 

All employes joining the Eaton 
staff after Oct. 14, will be required 
to join the plan upon becoming 
eligible, 

Retirement annutties will be 
paid under the above conditions 
in monthly installments for life. 

Employes who retire during the 
10 years before their normal re- 
tirement date, either by choice or 
because of illness or disability, 
will receive actuarially reduced an-| 
nuities in monthly instalments for 
life. If an employe dies before his 
normal retirement date there will 
be paid. into his estate a cash pay- 
ment equal to his contributions to 
the plan, plus accumulated interest. 
If an employe dies after retirement, 
before he has received 60 monthly 
payments prior to death, monthly 
payments will be continued to his 
beneficiary until a total of 60 
payments has been completed, 


RETURN ARRANGED 

Provision is made for the return, 
with accumulated interest, of the 
contributiong of employes whose 
employment 1s terminated before 
they reach normal retirement age. 

In speaking of the plan Mr. 
Eaton said; “this plan has been 
in course of development for the 
past three years, It has been a 
tremendous task with more than 
36,000 fulltime workers involved of 
varying ages and length of ser- 
vice and with such a great mass of 
information to be gathered from all 
across Canada before the require- 
ments could be determined and a 
plan designed, It was necessary 
that various types of plans should 
be worked out and considered in 
order to select the most suitable. 
Government approval] had to be 
obtained before any announcement 
could be made, 

“We regard this plan as a great} 
step forward in our constant en- 
deavour to make this company a 
desirable choice for a life-time 
career by helping and encouraging 
those who work for us to provide 
for a continuing income when 
they retire from active service.”
